(Previously Presented) Ihc visor of claim 7, ftirther comprising an upper central 
zone, an intermcdiale zone located around the upper central zone and a lower edge zone 
located around the intermediate zone; wherein a light transmission in iho upper central zone 
is greater flian in the intermediate zone, and n light transmission in the intermediate zone is 
greater than in the edge zone. 

12. (Previously Presented) The visor of claim 7. wherein the first group of holes and 
the second group of holes have a same C-C spacing in a lateral direction. 

13. (Currently Amended) The visor of claim 7, wherein the first group of holes and 
the second group of holes have a sajjjS-C-C spacing in a verticiil direction. 
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14. (Previously Presented) A safety visor for protccling a wearer's face from airborne 
sawdust and small tiee branches, ihc visor comprising: 

a end inadc from sheet material; and 

a plurality of light permeating holes in the grid, the plurality of light permeating holes 
includes a firel group of holes having a first light iransniission and a second group of holes 
having a second light transmission, 

wherein the first group of holes are disposed in an upper central zone of the grid and 
the second group of holes are disposed in a second zone, the second zone is located below the 
(li-st zone, and the second light transmission is less than the first light transmission, 

15. (iVcviously Presented) 'llie visor of claim 14, wherein tlic first group of holes all 
having a first nrca and the second group of holes all having a second area, the first area being 
larger than the second area.

18. (Currently Amended) Ihc visor of claim 14, wherein the first group of holes and 
the second group ofholcs have a same C -C spacing in a lateral direction regardless of a 
location of the holes. 

19. (Previously Presented) The visor of claim 14, wherein the first group of holes and 
the second group of holes have a same C-C spacing in a vertical direction. 

20. (Previously Presented) A safety visor for protecting the wearer's face from 
airborne matter ;ind injury, the visor comprising: 

a grid made from sheet material; aud 

a plurality of light permeating holes in the grid, tlie plurality of holes having a first 
group ofholcs all having a first area and provided together within a first zone of the grid, the 
first zone being provided in front of the wearer's eyes, and the plurality of holes having at 
least a second group ofholcs all having a second area smaller than the first area and provided 
together within a second zone of the grid, said second zone being located below the first 
zone. 

21 . (Previously Presented) The visor of claim 20, further comprising a third group of 
hoica all having a third area that is smaller than the second area and piovided together in the 
third zone of the grid, Ihe third zone being located around the second zon . 
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22. (Previously Presented) Tlie visor ofclaim 20, wherein the first group of holes and 
Ihc second group of holes have a same C-C spacing in a lateral dircetion, 

23. (Currently Amended) The visor of elaim 20, wherein the first group of holes and 
the second gioup of holes have a same.C-C spacing in a vertical direction, 

24. (New) A safety visor for protecting a wcarcr*s face from airborne mailer, such a$ 
sawdust, and JVom being hit by sharp objects, such as branches, the visor comprising: 

a grid made from metal sheet material; and 

a pUiniUty of hght permeating holes in the grid, the plurality of holes having at least a 
first area and a second area smaller than the first aren, the plurality of holes having the first 
area being located together in front of the wearer's eyes, 

25. (New) The safety visor ofclaim 24, wherein the plurality of holes having the 
second area being located togcaicr and below the plurality of holes having the first area. 

26. (New) A safety visor for protecting a wearer's face from airborne matter, such aii 
sawdust, and fron) being hit by sharp objects, such as branches, the visor comprising: 

a grid made from me1al sheet material; and 

a plurality of light pemicating holes in the grid, the plurality of holes having at least a 
first area and a second smaller area, all of ilic holes having generally a same shape and having 
a shorter extent in a horizontal direction than in a venical direction^ 

wherein the plurality of holes having the first area being provided logcflicr and iho 
plurality of Iiolcs having the second aiiea being provided together. 

27. (New) 'ITio visor ofclaim 26, wherein the first area is located in front of the 
wearer's eyes. 

28. (New) The visor ofclaim 26. wherein tlie first area is larger than the second area. 
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
